The ”701 Study on Housing and Recreation in Chinatown ”followed. 
Then the Chinatown Coalition for Better Housing was formed in 1972.

National Chung Hsing Univer- 
sity of Taichung， Taiwan， is 
considering a 140-acre，hilly site 
south of Martinez for an academic 
institute, the Confucius Memorial 
Library， 

Preliminary discussion has 
already taken place between local 
representatives of the University 
and the Martinez Planning Com- 
mission andq staff， The land is 
zoned _ agricultural and is in an 
unincorporated area. 

According to documents filed 
with the Commission， the 
institute's function would be “to 
promote the _ cultural exchange 
between the East and the West,” 
and to_ establish cooperative re- 
search _ programs with various 
universities and other institutions， 

NON-POLITICAEL 

The academic complex would 
be a “private，non-profit， and 
non-political voluntary Organ- 
jization，The participants of this 
highest advanced academic insti- 
tution will be both Chinese and 
American scholars in the fieldqs of 
Sinology and human science.” 

The deciding factor in choosing 
the over-six-million-square-foot 
land parcel is that while it is not 
too far .away from other learning 
centers in the Bay Area， 直 
Provides a“study environment of 
quietness and thinking.” 

Plans are on the drawing board 
for a 21,529 square-foot “Ta- 
cheng Hall,”a shrine，east and 
wet wings，six housing units and 
anrornamental gate. Buildings 
Wi6aid still oeccupy less than eight 
per cent of the site. 

AMBITIOUS 

The ambitious project includes 
the planting of trees.“The aim is 
to make 92 per cent of this .area 
from nothingness into a luxiriant 
(forest)，to beautify this location， 
to insulate it from noise generated 
from the railway (Santa Fe) and 
highways (State Route 4 and 
Alhambra Valley Road) and block 
off the sight of oil refineries， 
factories and oil tanks to the 
minimum.” 

Since elevation on the site 
ranges from 220-667 feet above 
sea level，there will be some 
construction problems. The 
university will have to pay for 
extension of city utilities into the 
unincorporated area.， Water 
pressure in the area is adequate 
only to an elevation of 300 feet at 
the Present time， 

The Martinez Planning Com- 
mission is favorably inclined 
toward the Confucius Project，

Lee said recentlythat Taiwan is 
“very much impressed with Pres- 
ident Carter,”He said he believes 
Carter will strengthen America s 
ties to his country-.

Lee said Taiwan was““sold 
down the river”by former Presi- 
dent Richard.Nixon， 

“When Nixon ran for'president 
in 1968，he was known as an 
anti-Communist leader,，'” Lee 
said.“We had high hopes that he 
would continue bis fight against 
Communism. Then he went to 
mainland China and made ges- 
tures to normalize relations with 
them,， much to our surprise amnd 
disappointment.” 

Lee accused former Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger of“for- 
mulating and implementing a 
policy of appeasement towards 
the Chinese Communists.”He 
said Gerald Ford “simply carried 
on what Nixon and Kissinger 
started,” 

Lee said he does not think Car- 
ter will recognize Communist 
China. 

“MT. Carter said he attached 
great improtance to friendship 
with allies.The Repubjlic cf Cihiina 
is a very good alliy,， so we look 
iorward to continued friendship 
with your country,”Lee said. 

Lee noted that there is a mutual 
defense agreement between 
Taiwan and the United States. 

“Abrogation of that treaty 
would have very serious effects,” 
he said.…The United States would 
lose respect not only in 


.Nationalist China but among the 


other nations of the free world， 
who see her as the leader of the 
democratic camp.” 
Always Trust a Christian 
Lee said Carter's claim that he is 


a Christian is another reason 
Taiwan trusts _ him， 

He also called Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance“an outstanding， 
very brilliant man.” 

Reporter Banning Garrett, of the 
Pacific News Service，confirms 
Lee's claim that Carter is planning 
on strengthening the United 
States' ties with Taiwan. 

Banning has written that the 
new administration will pursue 
U.S. - Soviet detente at the ex- 
pense of Washington's present 
good relations with Peking.

Since the Chinese in those days 
faced blatant racial discrimina- 
tion and had very few opportun- 
ities in American Society， 直 was 
only natural that many would 
look hopefully toward China for a 
better future.

Also，relatively improved econo- 
mic opportunities for Chinese 
Americans in this country Plus the 
chaotic political and economic 
conditions in China after the war 
did_ not provide much incentive 
for Chinese Americans to leave for 
China. 

MIXED 

The early Chinese American 
aviators who went to China had 
mixed motivations 一 
attraction of the glamour of avia- 
tion，a search for more .opPorT- 
tunities，a_ desire to _ help China， 
etc. Actually the total number of 
Chinese American aeronauts Was 
small; numbering perhaps in the 
dozens, and their role as a decisive 
factor in the development of 
Chinese aviation should not be 
exaggerated . 

During the entire period of their 
involvement, China neverbecame 


a _ strong air power，for in this 


modern age it is not possible to 
build and maintain such a force in 
a Door agricultural nation with 
little technical manpower and few 
industries. Nor was national salva- 
tion achieved by aviation，for 这 
took more than airplanes to _ cure 
China's Problems.
